CAIRO (AP) - Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, hero of the Arab woild, 
was laid to rest wrapped in a 
simple white sheet today after a 
funeral that provided an emo­ 
tional explosion for millions of 
adoring Egyptians. 
Nasser’s body was taken from 
the casket after 
prayers by 
Egypt’s 
top religious 
leader, 
Sheik Mohammed Fahhan, di­ 
rector of Al Azzhar UniveTsity. 
Verses from the Moslem Holy 
book, the Koran, were read by 
religious leaders as they placed 
Nasser's body in the grave in 
the garden of the Manshiet el 
Bakry mosque in a Cairo sub­ 
urb. 
Outside the mosque thousands 
of distraught Egyptians cried 
and shouted as their adored 
leader was interred. 
Solemn-faced Egyptian digni­ 
taries. not striving to hold back 
their tears, lined up at the 
graveside as the body was low­ 
ered.

State o f the Campus Crisis 


The Presiden t’s Commission on Campu s Un rest 
has come u p with a report n ot techn ically u n like 
those prepared by v ariou s an d su n dry other in v es­ 
tig ativ e u n its before it. 
The report fin ds bad actors on both sides of the 
issu e, deplores v iolen ce an d ov erreaction an d calls 
for an en d to v iolen t activ ity while u rg in g n ation al 
u n ity in a time of crisis. 
MEMBERS OF THE commission hav e kn own 
from the ou tset that their fin din g s wou ld be con tro­ 
v ersial an d they hav e n ot been disappoin ted 
The dean of stu den ts at the Un iv ersity of Geor­ 
g ia said this abou t the report: “ In man y way s the 
report is difficu lt to disag ree with. There is some­ 
thin g for ev ery body .” 
This assessmen t is pretty mu ch on targ et. 
For those feelin g harshly toward stu den ts an d 
admin istrators there were these words: 
“ The relativ e freedom of stu den ts to act withou t 
fear of immediate seriou s con sequ en ces is rein ­ 
forced by the partial su rv iv al of the cu stom of 
treatin g stu den ts as adolescen ts who may be for­ 
g iv en their errors.” 
An d. “Stu den ts who bomb an d bu m are crim­ 
in als." 
The people who are irked at the apparen t sy m­ 
pathy that g reets some ex termist tactics g ot a lift 


from this parag raph: 
“ All those who applau d these crimin al acta share 
in their ev il.” 
The seg men t of society critical of the g ov ern men t 
fou n d these words of ag reemen t: 
“Action s-an d in action s —of g ov ern men t at all 
lev els hav e con tribu ted to campu s u n rest. 
The 
words of some political leaders hav e helped to in ­ 
flame it.” 
Those holdin g the theory that repression Is the 
g oal of the establishmen t fou n d these remarks: 
“Law en forcemen t officers too often reacted in ­ 
eptly or ov erreacted At times, their respon se has 
deg en erated in to u n con trolled v iolen ce.” 
AND FINALLY, the report calls for a common 
sen se approach to campu s u n rest from stu den ts, 
g ov ern men t, law en forcemen t ag en cies an d u n iv er­ 
sity admin istrators. 
Perhaps the worst aspect of the report is that 
specific portion s will be lifted ou t of con tex t by 
opposin g g rou ps to bolster their arg u men ts an d 
v ery little atten tion will be paid to the recommen ­ 
dation s for pu ttin g an en d to the crisis itself. 
At least that is what u su ally happen s to blu e- 
ribbon reports.

distu rban ces 
The local police 
or colleg e officials do n ot hav e 
the time or resou rces for su ch 
wide in qu iries. The FBI, on the 
other han d, is adept at carry ­ 
in g on in ten siv e stu dies, which 
may requ ire v isits to other lo­ 
calities This is on e of the rea- 
soas why Con g ress n ow appears 
ready to au thorize FBI ag en ts 
to aid in the close ex amin a­ 
tion of campu s disorders, es­ 
pecially bombin g s an d arson . 
A fav orite dev ice of the ex ­ 
tremists is to den ou n ce the f BI 
an d try to preju dice the stu ­ 
den ts ag ain st the federal g ov ­ 
ern men t itself. As Mr. Hoov er 
say s in his letter: 


“ THEY’IJL* 
ENCOURAGE 
y ou to disrespect the law an d 
hate the law en forcemen t offi­ 
cer. Most colleg e stu den ts hav e 
g ood frien ds who are police of­ 
ficers.

He is y ou r frien d an d 
he n eeds y ou r su pport.”

ressed with the letter that Mr. 
loov er wrote for the UPI that 
he ordered a copy sen t to 900 
colleg e presiden ts, to be dis­ 
tribu ted to stu den ts wherev er 
possible. 
It has been apparen t for a 
lon g time that ou tside elemen ts 
hav e often been respon sible for 
C 
e destru ction of property be- 
n g mg to the federal g ov ern ­ 
men t, su ch as federal research 
cen ters an d the premises of the 
Reserv e Officers Train in g Corps. 
Radical stu den ts hav e had 
en ou g h in flu en ce 
on v ariou s 
campu ses to persu ade the g ov ­ 
ern in g bodies to detach the col­ 
leg es from an y con n ection with 
federal research work an d par­ 
ticu larly with the ROTC. It is 
believ ed in man y qu arters here 
that this has been the resu lt of 
a campaig n by the ex tremists 
who hav e con cen trated on these 
efforts. 
By brin g in g the FBI in to the 
in v estig ativ e side of the prob­ 
lem, it is believ ed that con spira­ 
cies will be more promptly dis­ 
closed an d participan ts su bject­ 
ed to pu n ishmen t u n der federal 
laws which apply to acts de­ 
sig n ed to damag e or destroy 
federal property .

Use of marijuana and other 
drugs by members of the armed 
forces has increased eaeh year 
since 1965 Defense Department 
officials contend the problem is 
a reflection of conditions in ci­ 
vilian life. A House Armed Serv­ 
ices subcommittee investigating 
drug use in the military was 
told Wednesday that an estimat­ 
ed 30 per cent of all armed 
forces personnel have smoked 
marijuana at least once. 
'Hie only known incident of 
drug use at West Point, accord­ 
ing to the Army, was the resig­ 
nation last year of two cadets 
who had marijuana. The Naval 
Academy expelled 13 midship­ 
men for smoking marijuana in 
February 1968. There have been 
seven other cases since.
